HARCOURT v. BALFOUR. 

HE return to England of Mr. Gladstone 
(eighty -seven last December !), reinvigor- 
ated by his stay in the Riviera, and as 

energetic as ever in his support of Greece 
against Turkey, appeared to have stimulated 
Sir William Harcourt's courage to the stick- 
ing point. At any rate, the Leader of 
the Opposition (happily congratulated by Mr. 
Balfour on his recovery from the attack of 
influenza) rose in the House of Commons on 
Monday, and at last gave notice, amid Liberal 
cheering, of ** an address to Her Majesty praying 
that the forces of the Crown may not be 
employed against the Kingdom of Grecce or the 
people of Crete.” As I have already pointed out, 
the majority of Englishmen, while sympathising 
with King George of Greece in the awkward pre- 
dicament the impulsive Greeks have placed him 
in by the expedition to Crete, yet support the 
xovernment of Lord Salisbury, and feel grateful 
to the Prime Minister for his strenuous labour to 
preserve the peace of Europe, and to localise this 
Cretan trouble. Under these circumstances, it 
was ‘with satisfaction the House learnt from 
Mr. Balfour on Monday that the Porte had been 
urged to expedite the withdrawal of Turkish 
troops from Crete, and that Turkey and Greece 
had both been warned that ‘‘in case of conflict 
on the Greek frontier the aggressor will be held | 
responsible for all the consequences of a dis- 

turbance of the general peace, and that what- 

ever be the result of the struggle the Powers | 
will not consent to the aggressor deriving | 
the smallest advantage from it." I may add: 
that, in acting in a manner az ann Inter- 

national Police Force to restore order in Crete, 
the Allied Admirals have now and again been in 
a fix. But they have evidently acted for the 
best, as they thought, in each juncture.

Advice on Poultry Farming. 
ERHAPS I cannot advise a ** Novice 


who intends to-go in for Poultry of 
nll Kinds " better than to recommend 
him to go for two or three months 
where he wil learn and practise. 
Now on till the end of summer is the 
best time to get practical experience ; 
and if my correspondent has a 
difficulty in finding a suitable place, 
I shall be pleased to recommend him 
to one where every kind of poultry 
stock. as well as game and rabbits, 
are farmed thoroughly. A young 
man with fair capital will spend a 
portion of it well in thus buying 
experience first hand, so to speak. 
Any special branch of poultry farming pays, providing it 
be pursued with economy and method ; but promiscuous 
poultry farming pays nobody. In the middle of March,

PREMATURE ATTACKS IN THE OPENINGS. 
There is nothing that pleases the novice so much as to 
rush on to the attack early, in the hope that his o: ponent 
will not see his danger. The very first mating combination 
which nine chess-players out of ten learn at the beginning 
of their chess career is: 1. P to K 4th, P to K 4th ; 2. B to 
B 4th, B to B 4th; 3. Q to R 5th. Premature attacks 
fail not only beeause the opponent sees them, but 
principally because, after failure, the attacking party has 
to withdraw his pieces, losing time and position. In the 
game given below, which was played last week in the match 
of the combined Universities against the Metropolitan 
Chess Club, White institutes such a premature attack 
in the Scotch Gambit, but it is rather a common position, 
and may also be brought about by the Centre Gambit 
and in other ways, and should, therefore, be known.

Being 
the birthday of Princess: Louis of Battenberg, Her Grand 
Ducal Highness reeeived numerous congratulatory tele- 
grams. 


The Prince of Wales has, as Grand Master. intimated 
the names of those who will receive Grand Office at the 
Freemasons’ Festival on. the 28th inst. Among these are 
the Earl of Portarlington, Lord Stanley, M.P., the Very 
Hev. Dean Hole (of Rochester), Sir Augustus Webster, 
Sir Francis Boileau, | Mr.. Horton. ‘Smith, Q.C., Sir 
Albert W.. Woods (Garter), Mr. J. T. Firbank, M.P., 
Mr. S. B. Bancroft, and Mr. Malcolm Morris. The Prince's 
yacht beat the Ai/sa last Monday, in the raée off Nice for 
the Mediterranean Club's Cup. The Prince of Wales was 
on board the Britannia, and his victory was a most popular 
one, The Queen arranged to visit the Britannia on Wed- 
nesday afternoon in Nice Harbour, and to take tea with 
the Prince on board the yacht. 


The Visit of the Princess of Wales and the 
Dowager Empress of Russia to the Danish Court is held to 
augur well for Peace, 


The Duke of York returned to Sandringham, and 
spent Saturday to Monday with the Duchess at York 
Cottage. 


The Mobilisation of the Channel Fleet at 
Portsmouth wil take place on the 15th of June, 
and the review on the 26th. 


The Joint Note to Turkey and Greece in the 
Interests of Peace was mentioned in the House of 
| Commons last Monday by Mr. Balfour, who has been the | 
chief exponent of the Government since Lord Salisbury 
left for Beaulieu, though Mr. Curzon proved by his bold 
and clear speech of Saturday last that he is a good champion 
vf the Ministry. Replying to Sir William Harcourt (who 
was congratulated by the First Lord of the Treasury on 
his reappearance after his illness), Mr. Balfour said: ** We 
have, as the right hon. gentleman is aware, represented to 
the Porte the advisability of withdrawing the Turkish troops, 
and without doubt that end will be eventually secured. No 
date can, however, yet be fixed, if for no other reason than 
because at present there are not sufficient European forces 
in the island to protect Moslem non-combatants, or, indeed, 
to control the armed irregulars. As regards the second and 
third questions, I have to say that if it appears necessary 
for the maintenance of peace Her Majesty's Government 
will not hesitate to join the other Great Powers in blockad- 
ing Greeee. (Ministerial cheers.) But in the meanwhile ! 
the Powers are making a joint declaration at Athens and | 
Constantinople by which -that great end—the mainten- 
ance of peace—may, I trust, be attained. The declaration is 
to the effect that in case of a conflict on the Greek frontier 
the aggressor will be held responsible for all the conse- 
quences of the disturbance of the general peace to which 
| the Powers attach the greatest importance, and tbat what- 
ever be the consequences of the struggle they will not consent 
to the aggressor deriving the smallest advantage from it.” 
(Ministerial cheers.) Whereupon, Sir William Harcourt 
gave notice of an address to Her Majesty praying that the 
forces of the Crown may not be employed against the 
kingdom of Greece or the people of Crete. 


The Capture by Cretans of the Malaxa 
Blockhouse was a notable exploit, which is delineated 
on one of our centre pages from a Sketch by Mr. Melton 
Prior, the Special War Artist of the Illustrated London 
News. This victory over the Turks near the Suda 
Arsenal and Dockyard happened on March 25. The 
character of the country at the scene of this severe 
engagement was represented in the drawing which 
appeared on the front-page of last week's P.J.P. So well 
did the Turks defénd this blockhouse that repeated 
attempts to capture it failed. But, by the aid of cannon- 
fire, the Cretans took it by assault on the date named. In 
their humané endeavour to restore peace to the disturbed 
island, the Admirals of the Great Powers warned the 
Cretans not to attack, and as the “ insurgents ” insisted, the 
Ships of War shelled the Cretan positions, and caused the 
vietors to quit the blockhouse, which they subsequently 
returned to and burnt. 


Other Combats in Crete have occasioned more 
needless bloodshed. There has been sharp fighting at 
Spinalonga. .'The “ insurgents” have dislodged the Turks 
from the island of Spinalonga, and have seized a Turkish 
vessel which was landing ammunition. Hostilities continue 
in: the neighbourhood of Heraklion (Candia, sketched for 
the P.I.P, by Mr. Melton Prior) and Retimo. The Russian 
Consul at Retimo invited the leaders of the “insurgents” to 

i come and hold a parley to see if if were not possible to con- 
clude some arrangement between them and the Turkish 

| Governor of the town. A rendezvous was appointed at the 

| village of Koube, but when the chiefs arrived they were 

| fired upon by the Turkish pickets ; and, believing that they 
had been led into an ambush, at once retreated, declaring 
thatin future they could entertain no solution other than 
union with Greece. Butthe Consuls are to visit the interior 
of the island to make clear to the Cretans that Home Rule 
is assured to them. 


The Battalion of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers | 
at Malta, from which 600 men have been ordered to Crete, 
is the 2nd, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel R. B. Main- 
waring, who served in the Ashantee War of 1873, the 
Burmese Expedition, and the Hazara Expedition.

Kandano. Returning to last Saturday's unhappy conflict, 
the Allied Admirals, when they first noticed the Moham- 
medans, sent Colonel Bor and another officer to discover the 
reason of theiradvance. The ships prepared to shell the Turks 
but refrained on observing Tewfik Pasha, with Colonel Bor 
and his party, approaching the Mohammedans. Says the 
Times Correspondent: **A good opportunity was lost of show-

THE QUEEN AT CIMIEZ. ` 


W are all heartily glad to hear that the Queen is 


reaping great benefit from her stay in the sunny 
Riviera. Her Majesty's comfort has been com- 
mendably attended to at the grand new Excelsior 

Hótel Regina, of wbich we are enabled to present 

a photographie view, through the courtesy of Messrs. S. J. 
Waring and Sons, Limited. On Saturday last the Empress 
Eugénie, accompanied by the Duchesse de Mouchy, and 
attended by Madame Lebreton and Signor Pietre, 
lunched with the Queen. In the afternoon Her Majesty, 
accompanied by Princess Beatrice and Princess Anna 
of Montenegro, drove to Falicon, the Royal carriage pro- 
ceeding thence as far as St. Antoine. On the return 
pi Princess Anna deseended at the Hótel' de 
a Puix, and Her Majesty arrived back at the Excelsior 
Hótel Regina at a quarter to six. The Right. Hen. 
Edmund Monson, General Gebhart (Governor of Nice) 
and Madame Gebhart, and Mr. and Mrs. Cazalet had 
the honour of dining with the Queen and the Royal 
Family in the evening. The weather last Sunday morn- 
ing was beautifully clear at Cimiez. The Bishop of 
Ripon preached at divine service, which was attended by 
the Prince of Wales, who has arrived on a visit to the 
Queen with the Duke of Saxe-Cobu In the afternoon 
Prince Nicholas of Montene called at the hotel to bid 
Her Majesty farewell. The Queen, accompanied by 
Princesses Louis of Battenberg and Victoria of Schleswig- 
Holstein, afterwards drove to Villefranche and thence by 
the Route Forestière to Mont Boron, re-entering the town 
by the Boulevard Riquier and returning to her hotel by way 
of the Villa Liserb àt ten minutes past six. Lord Rowton 
had the honour of dining with Her Majesty and the Royal 
Family on Sunday evening, and the Lord Bishop of Ripon 
had the honour of joining the Royal Circle after dinner. 
Cimiez is à suburb of Nice, lying on a hill which rises 
immediately to the north of the town. There is no real 
village, but the suburb consists of villas in gardens inter- 
spersed with oe of olive and orange trees. The upper 
part of the hill, on which the hotel is placed, consists of a 
plateau about 80 or 100 acres in extent, and about 200 ft. 
above the sea, from which it is distant about two miles. 
Towards the south the ground slopes to the plain of Nice. 
The outlook is one of the most striking that can be found 
in any part of Southern France, embracing as it does 
delightful views of the blue Mediterranean, long stretehcs 
of the Maritime Alps, the bay, and the groves of 
palm and orange trees; these natural beauties making 
up a scene beyond description. The building of the 
Excelsior Hótel Regina was begun in October 1£95, 
and it was roofed in early in June 1896. The hotel 
is five Mess dg high, with a magnificent frontage extend- 
ing more than 600 ft. The entrance-hall is in the 
centre of the great pile, and the apartments which the 
Queen occupies are all contained in the west wing, where 
the windows provide the best views of the surrounding stu 
and land. There are about 150 rooms in this section of the 
hotel. The entrance to the Queen's wing is on the western 
facade, and is approached in a direct line from thé new 
Avenue Victoria, and a special lift leads to the Queen's 
apartments, situated on the first floor. The Queen's 
bed-room, having a window looking west and one 
north, and the {toilette-room, with two windows facing 
west, are furnished in the style of Louis XVI. The 
draperies and curtains are of pink silk, and the furniture 
is of inlaid mahogany upholstered with silk to match the 
hangings. The sitting-room of Her Majesty, which is 
lighted by a large bow-window looking full south, is 
furnished with yellow Bourbon paper, light blue silk cur- 
tains and draperies, and furniture of rich inlaid mahogany, 
the chairs and settees being covered in light blue silk. 
Messrs. Waring and Sons, Limited, of Oxford Street, 
London, to whom the work of upholstering and decorating 
was entrusted, are to be congratulated on the exquisite 
taste displayed in the treatment of the various suites of 
peg It is rumoured that the Queen will leave Nice on 
pril 29.
